REGINA, Aug. 17—(CP)—Pre- 
mier Douglas of Saskatchewan 
announced last night an act 
passed at the last session of the 
legislature placing all industries 
in the province under provisions 


| of the national labor code will be 


rescinded at the October sitting 
of the legislature. 

The action would return industry 
in the province, with the exception 
of war plants, to the control of 
provincial labor regulations. 


HELD UNDESIRABLE 

Mr. Douglas said application of 
the national code to provincial in- 
dustry was “undesirable and un- 
acceptable” because the. measure 


“will cease to exist six months after 


the war and is therefore of a tem- 
porary nature.” 


The national labor code provides 
compulsory collective bargaining 
and conciliation for war industries 
and national occupations which 
previously were under the indus- 


ltrial disputes inquiry act. Mining, 


public utilities, shipping and rail- 
ways automatically comes under 
the act. , 

Provision was made for any prov- 
ince to take action to apply the 
code to all industries and occupa- 
tions within its jurisdiction, and 
seven provinces, including Saskat- 
chewan, made the code applicable 
within their borders.

1943—Ford employees had increased to 15,637, 
double the number prior to wartime. 4,300 Ford 
employees had gone into the Armed Services. 
15,000 blood transfusions had been given at the 
Ford Clinic. Employees had invested $10,000,000 
ia Victory Bonds and War Savings Certificates.

1939—70% of all automobiles exported from 
Canada were built by Ford, more than half of the 
entire Ford output going abroad.

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A Wise Postponement 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King will be 
gingers for a wise decision in the matter 
of the Dominion-Provincial conference. To 
postpone that conference until after the 
federal election, as the Prime Minister has 
decided, is the only way to render it effect- 
ive. 

Certainly any such conference held 
within the next few months would do more 
harm than good. Instead of arriving at 
sane and deliberate conclusions of mutual 
cooperation, it could very easily degenerate 
into a political wrestling match. 

The CCF government in Saskatchewan 
has recently come into office and will not 
be ready for some months to participate in 
national affairs. It has a great deal of do- 
mestic reorganization to accomplish before 
it can set its mind to the adjustment of its 
policies into the national picture. 

Quebec is in somewhat the same posi- 
tion although in that province the situation 
is aggravated by the fact that the govern- 
ment is still flushed with victory in a cam- 
paign aimed at the repudiation, not only of 
the federal government, but of the rest of 
Canada. 

New Brunswick goes to the polls on 
August 28 and will not be ready to talk of 
national affairs until winter at least. 

For obvious reasons all three of these 
provinces could contribute very little, at 
present, to a Dominion-Provincial confer- 
ence. 

The real stickler, of course, more than 
any of these, is the attitude of Premier 
George Drew of Ontario. Just how desper- 
ately Premier Drew is casting about for a 
provincial election excuse is revealed in his 
current political formula of more whisky 
and no family allowances. He feels that by 
precipitating an Ontario election on the 
basjs of race antagonism he might so-con- 
Solidate his position in Ontario that, being 
the only Tory premier in Canada, his posi- 
tion in the Tory federal field would be 
pleasantly enhanced. 

Quite clearly, Premier Drew is in no 
mood to sit down at a council table with 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King and the 
provincial premiers. One may not enter 
easily into political amenities with those 
upon whom one has just declared war. And 
in taking his stand against family allow- 
ances, Premier Drew has declared war 
upon practically everybody in Canada— 
certainly upon all those who realize that the 
purchasing power inVolved in family allow- 
ances is one of Canada’s cardinal needs. It 
should be remembered that family allow- 
ances passed the Commons without a dis- 
senting vote. 

Mr. King, therefore, has made a sens- 
ible decision, Why call a conference which 
at the moment would be doomed to fail- 
ure?

Houde Is Loose 


Camillien Houde, former mayor of Mon- 
treal who was interned in 1940 for utter- 
ances calculated to impede the favorable 
prosecution of the war, has been released 
from custody.

He was confined because he was a men- 
ace, because, having once blocked the war 
effort, it was considered likely that he 
might do so again.

It is most inexcusable to labor those 
accidents that occur in wartime and result 
in an unnecessary loas of life. It is even 
more inexcusable to labor them in a manner 
that might incite resentment between the 
Services or between ally and ally. 

But one cannot deplore too much such 
incidents as that which occurred last Mon- 
day when R.A.F. planes dropped bombs on 
Canadian troops by error and killed and 
wounded an unknown number of them. 


Everyone knows that accidents do occur 
in wartime as in peacetime, perhaps with 
even greater frequency because of the 
greater temperamental and physical haz- 
ards and uncertainties involved. 

Nevertheless, Canadians cannot help 
but feel that gross inaccuracies and even 
gross carelessness must have been involved 
somewhere when 500 loads of bombs were 
dumped on friendly troops. | 

It was, to say the least, a most regret- 
table mistake.

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Curtin Seeking 
Wide Powers at 
Polls Saturday 


CANBERRA, Aug. 17—(CP)— 
The Australien people go to the 
polis Saturday to decide whether 
the government of Prime Min- 
ister John Curtin should be given 
additional power for five years 
after the war to handle post-war 
problems 


When war started the common- 
wealth government passed the na- 
tional security act which gave it 
wide powers for the conduct of the 
war which in peace-time would be 
within the jurisdiction of state gov- 
ernments, It was similar to a law 
passed in Canada, the war mea- 
sures act. Both measures terminate 
when the war ends. 

The commonwealth government 
and most of the state governments 
feel that the wide powers of the 
central government will be re- 
quired in the post-war period. A 
division of opinion, however, de- 
veloped over the extent of the 
added powers so it was decided to 
hold a referendum on the question. 


SERVICE VOTE 


Although the referendum was set 
for Aug. 19, voting now is taking 
Place among servicemen serving 
autside Australia. In Canada more 
than 2,000 servicemen are entitled 
to vote, Australians in the United 
States with a vote will send their 
ballots to Ottawa to be counted. Dr. 
W. A. Wynes, official secretary at 
the Australian high commissioner's 
office in Ottawa, is returning of- 
ficer for North America,

After the six Australian states 
federated in 1901, the central gov- 
ernment was given peace-time 
powers in.

The Commonwealth government 
now is asking for 14 additional 
powers which will carry over five 
years after the war ends., 

They are: 

1—Re-instatement and advance- 
ment of war veterais and the ad- 
vancement of dependents of service 
personnel who have died or been 
disabled as a consequence of war. 

2—Employment or unemploy- 
ment. 

3—Organized marketing of com- 
modities. 

4—Companies laws so that they 
will be uniform throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

5—Trusts, combines and mono- 
polies. 

6—Profiteering and prices (but 
not prices or rates charged by state 
or semi-governmental or local gov- 
erning bodies for goods and ser- 
vices.) 

7—The production and distribu- 
tion of goods with certain limita- 
tions requiring approval of state 
governments. 

8—The control of overseas ex- 
change and overseas investments. 

9—Air transport. ° : 

10—Uniformity of railway gauges. 

11—National works, but the cen- 
tral government must receive the 
consent of a state government be- 
fore starting work in any state. 

12—National health in co-opera- 
tion with the states. 

18—Family allowances.

The feet are important because 
they are the foundation of the body 
during activity. Those who became 
conscious of the feet hurting severe- 
ly soon discover that the foot con- 
dition is interfering with such acti- 
vity as walking, standing, or moving 
around, ~ 

Those undergoing a mild discom- 
fort often become so accustomed to 
it that they no longer notice it 
during the day, although they may 
be conscious when they remove 
their, shoes in the evening that the 
feet “are aching. In such circum- 


i} stances they probably rub their 


sore feet for a short time, or take a 
hot foot bath, and then go to bed 
promising themselves that “some- 
time” they will do something about 
their foot trouble, 5 

However, not all foot disorders 
cause discomfort in the foot itself, 
as the distress may be reflexed to 
other areas; for example, it may 
cause aches and pains in the calves 
of the legs, the knees, and the lower 
back. Or, instead of pain being 
produced, the foot abnormalities 
inay cause nervousness or tirediess. 
Under these conditions the patient 
may not connect his symptoms with 
the feet. 

As an illustration, the patient 
suffering from flat feet may not 
feel any local discomfort in the feet 
themselves—yet an endless list of 
aches and pains are produced by 
this weakness, 

Foot troubles are of various types, 
and one patient may complajn of 
fallen arches, another may be 
troubled by callouses forming on 
the foot, still another by spurs ap- 
pearing on the heel, and others may 
complain of corns and bunions. 
Sometimes the only complaint is a 
burning sensation of the feet. Occas- 
jonally an individual will be found 
whose main trouble is excegsive 
perspiration of the feet attended by 
a disagregable odor. 

In the common arch defects there 
are three causes which must be con- 
sidered. The main cause of ordin- 
ary arch trouble is the wearing of an 
improper shot, Because the shoe 
fails to allow the foot to work in 
a normal way, some of the small 
bones are cramped and constructed, 
with the result that some parts of 
the foot are strained by doing too 
much work and other parts are 
weakened by doing too little. 

Most of those desiring help in 
overcoming foot disorders are inter- 
ested in relieving fallen anches. The 
treatment in such cases must often 
be three-fold: First, it may be neces- 
sary to use arch supports as an aid 
to immediate relief; second, it is 
advisable to strengthen the feet by 
suitable exercises; and third. the 
patient must be willing to wear the 
proper shoe.

Chief Justice Ives was born at 
Gompton, Que., on Oct. 31, 1873, 
the son of George Canning Ives and 
Sarah Abbie Ives. He came west in 
1881 and was educated at the public 
school at Pincher Creek Academy, 
Coaticook, Que., and McGill Uni- 
versity. 


STARTED PRACTICE 


He started the practice of law as 
a student in Montreal, and in 1900 
practiced in that city as a member 
of the firm of Martin, Girouard and 
Ives. He was admitted to the bar 
of the North West Territories in 
1901 and practiced at Lethbridge 
until his appointment to the 
supreme court bench in 1914. 

Chief Justice Ives was popular 
with members of the Alberta bar. 

Prior to his taking up the study 
of law he was a cowboy on Al- 
berta’s plains, and recently in com- 
pany with two other judges of the 
supreme court, also formerly riders 
of the plains he returned to the 
saddle and rode the trails ot the 
southern rene bing country,

1,200 Planes 


Blast Berlin, 
Kiel, Stettin

SMASH AT FLEET 

It was the seventh heavy attack in 
the past 60 days on Kiel, the home 
base fot the badly-shaken German 
navy, and was aimed at smashing 
the Nagi fleet at its source. 

At Stettin, the big bombers at- 
tempted to choke the important 
Berlin-Stettin canal, which is being 
used increasingly by‘th Germans 
te move supplies to the East Pruss- 
jan front and carty evacuees from 
danger areas, 

Returning pilots reported the 
heavy bomb loads started large fires 
at both Stettin and Kiel, 


Sixteen planes were lost in the 
night operations, which also in- 
cluded extensive mine-laying mis- 
sions. 

Weather curtailed most of the 
Allied air effort over northern}: 
France yesterday, but Allied fight- 
ers and fighter-bombers found ¢ 
hole in the clouds late in the after- 
noon to sweep the roads east of the 
Falaise Gap. 


BLAST THIRTY TANKS 

In a single hour, they déstroyed 
or damaged 30 German tanks and 
275 motor vehicles among columns 
of enemy transport moving north- 
east from the Falaise area toward 
Bernay and the Seine. 

In connection with the Allied 
aerial blows on synthetic oil plants 
and refineries in Germany, Maj, 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenburg, com- 
mander of the U.S. 9th TAF, said 
the Nazi's fuel supply was being 
“cut to the point where it hurts.” 

He pointed out that the Allied air 
forces were co-ordinating their at- 
tacks to “produce good results” in 
striking Germany's gasoline and oil 
sources.

Floods Retard 
Completion of 
- North Bridge 


While work is now progressing 
“pretty well” on the new $250,000 
steel bridge across the Athabasca 
River at Smith, it will be April 
before the structure is ready for 
highway traffic, Hon. W. A. Fal- 
low, minister of public works, 
said on Thursday, 

It was originally planned to have 
the bridge open for traffic by next 

January, but floods in the Pembina 
and Paddle River valleys have 
made this impossible. Crews work- 
ing on the span were rushed into 
the flood district to repair bridge 
damage sustained there, 


PIER FINISHED 

North bank pier of the bridge is 
complete and the south bank pier 
is almost finished, Mr. Fallow said. 


Two midstream piers have yet to 
be built, before the actual bridge 
structure will start. 

Immediate work at the bridge 
site will be to drive a false bridge 
across the river from both banks, 
in order to start work on the last 
two piers, This false assembly will 
be used also in assembly of bridge 
spans. 

Water at the bridge is now 
seven feet above normal, and will 
tend to slow up work, Mr, Fallow 
stated. Work on the false bridge 
will have to stop if the water gets 
too deep. 

The Athabasca bridge will be 
three spans in length, and will have 
an almost exact duplicate in anoth- 
er being built at Rocky Mountain 
House over the North Saskatchewan 
River. . 


SECOND STRUCTURE 

This second structure will be 
started as soon as skilled mechan- 
ics are available. Preliminary work 
at Rocky is almost finished, the 
bridge site having been staked out. 

Designs and bills of material are 
completed for the Saskatchewan 
River span, and everything is in 
readiness for an early start on the 
work. No estimate has been made 
regarding probable opening date 
of this bridge.

FRONTIER, Aug, 17-~(AP)~

OTTAWA, Aug. 17—(CP)—Can- 
ade has designed and produced a 
powerful new weapon of war—e 
25-pounder full-tracked, self-pro- 
pelled gun mount known: as the 
“Sexton”"—which already is dis- 
playing its power in France, Mu- 
nitions Minister Howe announc- 
ed last night. 

Built only in Canada, this new 
“secret weapon” already has been 
made in sufficient quantities to sup- 
ply the Canadian Army and now is 
being made for the British Army, 
he said. It has been in action in 
Normandy and perhaps in the new 
invasion in Southern France.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(AP)

warning against “cynical power 
politics” yesterday highlighted one 
of the knotty problems facing farm- 
ers of the post-war peace:
